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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 7/7/2005 fails to comply with the provisions 
of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because IDS contains a different filing date and 
application than corresponding application.

(e.g., plastic bag 11) having a collection opening and an exit, and connected to a pipe. List et al. 
does not teach the collection bag defining an overflow escape. 

Re claim 14, the independent claim includes " allowing air to escape the interior of the 
collection bag through an overflow escape" in combination with the remaining claim limitation 
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is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. List et at., considered closest to related art, 
discloses a collection bag (e.g., plastic bag 1 1) having a collection opening and an exit, and 
connected to a pipe. List et al. does not teach allowing air to escape the interior of the 
collection bag through an overflow escape.
